TLe President of the I.K>uisviIle and Nashville 
Railroad Company conveys to us two challenges 
to meet him on the stump and discuss the Mem- 
phis branch issue between him and the tax pay- 
ers of Louisville. We do not pretend to be the 
equal of the Governor in that sott and persuasive 
eloquence which can prove that an untinished main 
ruail 185 miles long, should undertake a branch 
241 miles long; that $3DO,<'iOO city bonds added 
to # iwO.tjoO county bonds, and $10o,000 individual 
subscriptions will complete 43 miles of railroad, 
which must; cost |l,440.00t); that; an estimate of 
the cost of a road made by approximation, is to 
be considered an abaolute instrumental lest, not 
to be questioned, and that fSOO.CK)© of new bonds 
thrown upon a market in which an untinished 
railroad is seeking to sell a million, will not af- 
fect the sale of that million. 

The Governor would, no doubt, like to prove 
the.se things by figures of speech, but we prefer 
the humble but more reliable Arabic numerals. — 
He has failed in his communications to the press 
to convince us that the 1300,000 he asks of our 
city, will complete the 48 miles of bis branch 
road in our State, much less to go to Memphis 
over a number of roads, one at least of which is 
not now incorporated, and all of which will re- 
quire the raising of at least three millions of dol- 
lars more than are now provided to ensure their 
completion. He has failed with his pen to make 
us believe that the #800,00<» he asks of the city, 
would not be a mere drop in the bucket— a pit- 
tance that would never be beard of favorablr, af- 
ter it got into his bands. 

We don’t know, however, how the Governor 
would get along on the stump. He might make 
black appear white, and white black. We feel 
disposed, therefore, to give him an opportunitv 
to show his oratorical powers in contrast with his 
weak use of the pen. W e will meet him upon the 
stump upon one condition only. It is this : 

He shall pledge himself to use, to the people 
of Louisville, the sama argument that he used at 
the Meeting Creek Precinct in Hardin county, 
wheu he induced the voters there to make Hardin 
county subscribe f3»;t0,0i.*0 to the main stem. He 
told the hoys there that if they would vote the tax, 
be would p«T their portion of it out of his own 
pocket, and that it should not cost them a dollar. 

Now, if the Governor will use this argument 
and bind himself to pay the increased tux of the 
city, to be caused by the adoption of his |3i>d,ikK.i 
ordinance, we will then meet him on the stump 
and prove that it would be a bad bargain for Lou- 
isville a.,d the L. A N. R. R. to enihrtk in this 
Memphis branch at this time, and in the manner 
proposed by him, even if he should pay the first 
<^^;no, 0 'Ni. We w ill guarantee, al.so, that if he pro 
poses to pay the taxes of the whole city, for the 
purpose of getting the ordinance through, that 
no oue, as was dune in Hardin couiitv, will call it 
bribery. 

The New York Banks. 

A comparative statement of the condition o< 
the New York banks, during the financial crisis 
of l6u7 and at present, will be interesting to our 
readers. New Y ork is the great money center of 
the country. It is to the United States what Lon- 
don is to England, Paris to France, and Frankfort 
to Germany. Prosperity at either of these great 
monetary hearts, indicates a healthful flow 
through countless arteries over whole countries ; 
and depression there also suggests disease else 
where. 

We give below a table, showing their condition 
in June, 1S57, before the financial storm hurst out ; 
in December, lfi.57, when the hurricane’s power 
was fully felt , and in June, 135s, when the tem 
pest had spent its force. It will he seen that the 
city banks have more than half the capital of the 
whole , ‘state, about 76 percent, of the deposits, 
nearly 94 per cent, of the specie, and about 6ti 
per cent, of the loans ;

! THE KENTUCKY MECHA NICS’ IN8TITVTE 
NI.VTH ANNEAL EXHIBITION. 

The heavy storm of last night, operated unfa- 
vorably upon the attendance at the fair. There 
were but few persons present, and these were de- 
tained to ao unseasonable hour, fearful of ventur- 
ing out and confronting the war of the elements. 
They (M)uld not, however, fail to enjoy them- 
selves, sourronnded by so much that was beauti- 
— 80 much that tended to elevate the feel- 
ings. The hours sped swiftly away despite the 
peliiogs of the storm without, for music and 
wit lent their charms to the select, social com 
pauy who lingered at the ball. President Raye 
was unusually facetious, and bis jokes as clear 
and ringing as the tones of one of the sweet 
chimed bells. Onr veteran friend Baner, appear- 
ed for a while disconsolate at the slim receipts, 
but revived upon the application of sundry seda- 
tives. In the remote uorth portion of the build- 
ing, there was a rush and roar ef machinery, and 
u’ORKOOa’S SHINGLS MACHINB 
was in full operation. It is a very wonderful 
piece of mechanism, and destined to work a com- 
plete revolution in the manufacture of shingles, 
staves and similar articles. Invented in Virginia 
but a little more than a year since, it has already 
been extensively introduced through the West, 
and has invariably given the greatest satisfaction. 
For rapidity of execution it has no equal, being 
capable of sawing fifty thousand shingles daily. 
Five thousand per hour is a small number for this 
fast machine. In fact, its capacity and power 
Lave never been determined, the amount of work 
done depending altogether upon the fastness of 
the person who supplies the timber. Several of 
our citizens have attentivelr observed the opera- 
tion of this machine, and express the utmost con- 
fidence in its excellence.

The mill is indeed perfect — the saw set in a 
frame, to which the carriage for the lumber is ad- 
justed. There is not a particle of wood about it, 
steel and iron being used exclusively. Still it 
only weighs about seven hundred pounds. The 
machine will be on exhibitiou at the State Fair, 
next week, lA well as at the Mechanics' Institute.

, Edtlort Loyinillt Courier: Permit me, through 
1 your columns, to solicit the attention of the learn- 
ed gentlemen, editors of the Scientific American, 
published in the city of New York, to inform their 
readers if the following tomputations and results 
are correct On Friday, the «th inst, we drew 
the sluice gates of the largest aad latest improved 
water motor that we know of, that is cast in one 
piece, on the globe. It was cast and finished np 
at a foundry in this city, for Messrs. Henley, Cof- 
fin k Co., of Indiana, being five feet four inches 
in diameter at the greatest radius of the issue. — 
That part of the radius where the combined force 
of the water acts in propkelling the motor is 4,863 
feet diameter. Within this area tbe disk ia 
perfectly smooth, so that it ia impossible for tbe 
water to have any action in propelling the motor. 
Its cireumference is 15.7541528 feet, and the 
circumference of a radius of 2 feet 2 inches ia 
18.6125528 feet 

The eflective fall was 2 feet 8 inches; that is, 
tbs surface of the watsr in tbe forebay was 2 feet 
8 inches abovs tbe sarface of the water in the tail 
race. Tbe theoretical veloci^ produced with the 
alMve fall, ia 18.48 feet per second, multiplied by 
60 is 805.8 feet per minute. (See Smeaton, and 
other authors on Hydraulics.) 

Tbe whed made 66 revolutions per minute when 
it carried its own weight, or ran free ; t^n we 
have 58S2 z8.1416=e15.7541628x 66=U05.7740848= 
305.8 =2#«.«740848 feet,the periphery of the wheel 
outrun the theoretieal velocity of the water per 
minute. The diameter of 8.883 feet has a peri- 
pberical circumference of 18.6125528x06—898.428- 
4fl48, being 92.6284848 feet faster than the theo- 
Mtical velocity of the water per aainute. 

Wc then loaded the wheel eo that it made 66 
revolntiona per minute, which waa a good work- 
ing speed, and which retarded the water 29 per 
cent from the theoretical velocity, maki n g the ac- 
tual vMoclty of the water 572.11^ feet per minute. 
Then we have 1A612652 kz 66 =762.299648 feet for 
the velocity of that particular part of the radius 
where the united force of tbs water first operates 
in proj^iug tbe wheel, being 1 90.1816448 feet 
per minute faster than tbe real velocity of the 
water through tbe sluoe into the wheel; eonse- 
quently the periphery of the wheel out ran the 
iw VMooity of the watsr 866.1145568 feet per 
saiaute.

New Youx,Sept. 20, 1853. 
Editors Louisville Courier : — The political race 
course of our Stale has just been fairly opened, 
and the Qubernatoriul stakes put up for compe- 
tition. The people have assembled ia convention 
and decided on their favorite nags, who have been 
duly entered, and are now in full headway for tbe 
prize. The Democrats name Amass J. Parker a 
thorough gofng Democrat of the “old school,” au 
ez-Congressman, eminent lawyer and jurist, and 
in 1356, as now, candidate of bis party for Gov- 
ernor. The Republicans name Edward D. Mor- 
gan, of this city, a succsssful and energetic busi- 
ness man— a New York merchant— in old times 
a Clay Whig, aud in 1856 Ch airman of the Nation- 
al Republican Cunveution. The .4mericans sup- 
port Lorenzo D. Burrows, once a Silver Gray, but 
became a Kuow Nothiug in 1854, and when that 
party swept the State, in 1855, was elected comp- 
troller. And then we have a Temperance and 
Freedom ticket, with the name of Oerritt Smith 
at its head, who represents the “rag, tag, and 
bobtail” elements ot the other parting a sort of 
mongrel breed. Intellectually and personally, he 
is one ot the noble.st men alive, and well known 
fur his philauthropic labors in behalf of tbe free 
negroes, to whom he has donated large tracts of 
laud aud sums of money, without stint. Politi- 
cally, be is a compound of impracticable ideas — 
sort of mosaic, iu which the pieces are arranged 
without reference to arrangement or effect. Such 
is a bird’s eye view oi the position of parties in 
New York. 

As usual the Hood ^tes of vituperation and 
personal invective have been upeueo, and each of 
the above individuals is receiving his full meed 
of calumny and detractiou.

It ha.s been definitely arranged that (he sixtv- 
niulh regiment of New York militia, will in tbe 
course of a few weeks, pay a friendly visit to the 
“old sod.”

Horrible Affair near Columboa— A Mother Mur- 
ders her Four Children by Drowning them in a 
Well. 

The following we clip from the Ohio Statesman 
of Thursday : 

Our citizens were shocked yesterday morning 
by a rumor that a horrible tragedy had occurretT 
near Grove City, a village about nine miles from 
this place, the particulars of which, a.s given to 
our reporter ou the spot, are substantially as fol- 
lows : 

A woman by the uame of Christiana Schilling, 
residing with her husband about half a mile from 
the village of Grove City, Jackson township, in 
this county, yesterJav morning, about one or two 
o'clock, during the absence of her husband, mur- 
dered her four children — three girls and a boy — 
by throwing them into a well, and afterwa'rds 
jumping in herself. 

From the evidence elicited by the coroner, and 
tbe statement made to our reporter by tbe neigh- 
bors, it appears that Federick Schilling, the hus- 
band, was attending a wedding party, near Grove i 
Citv, when the deed was committed, and that the | 
wife, Christiana Schilling, conveyed the children i 
from their beds to tbe writ, a distance of one hun- 
dred yards, while they were asleep, and then 
pitched them into it, and afterwards flung herself 
in. No possible motive can be assigned for the 
deed, and it is the general impression among tbe 
neighbors that Mrs. Schilling was insane. Neigh- 
bors passing the house, whitni is a miserable log 
cabin, standing about a quarter of a mile from 
the main road, say they heard the mother and her 
children singing a' hymn about lOo’clock at night 
Tbe husband and father, it seems, did not return I 
from the wedding party until daylight, and before 
that time a lady neighbor having occasion to draw 
water from the well, had discovered the bodies of 
Mrs. Schilling and the four children floating ou 
the surface. She immediately gave the alarm, 
aud several geutleuieu eaiue ' to tbe spot and 
raised the mother and her four childreu from the 
well. 

Wheu our reporter visited the house, the dead 
bodies of tbe five unfortunate beings were laid up- 
on two beds in the only sleeping apartment in the | 
cabin, and a more melancholy spectacle it has 
never been our misfortune to ^hold. The child 
rcD all looked healthy, robust, aud beautiful, and 
with the exception of a .slight scar on the fore- 
head of the boy, no marks of violence were visi- 
ible. A crowd of p^ple of both .sexes were in 
the room, all awe strickeu by the horrible catas- 
trophe. I 

No evidence elicited by the jury of inquest goes 1 
to show that any other person than the mother I 
could have committed the deed. It is generally ! 
believed that she was laboring under a Tit of in- ! 
sauity, as it was slated that she had, about a year ' 
ago, attempted to commit suicide during a fit of I 
frenzy, to which she was subject. This is the ou- 
ly probable and humane view that can be takeu I 
of the matter, and it is meet that this mantle of 
charity should be thrown over the deed. 

The lady who first discovered the bodies iu the 
Well says that she intended to get some water from 
the same, but found it impossible to sink the I 
bucaet, and upon looking down she could see tbe I 
clothes of tbe womau and children floating on the | 
surface. She {was at a loss to imagioe what it i 
was that obstructed the bucket, and was horrified ' 
when she found it was the bodies of the family ' 
and her neighbors. Tbe well is thirty-five feet | 
J^p, and contains about five feet of water. The i 
windlass and bucket were in their proper places 
when discovered, and no signs whatever were vis- 1 
ibie, in the darkness of the morning, of the ter- 
rible deed.

Hon. James Gnthrie. 

TLe following from the New York Time.s, an 
opposition paper, in relation to our distinguish- 
ed fellow -citizen, Hon. James Guthrie, whose 
uame has been frequently and most favorably 
mentioned in connection with the Presidency in 
1860, will be read with interest by his many 
friends : 

To the Editor of the Few York Times: Your 
Washington correspondent, “Aquiday, ” in a 
letter published in your journal to-day, states;

lo onr last we promised to praaeut a view oi our 
public schools, as orgauized and at preaent coa- 
ductud in this citv, and to state frankly our many 
and aerieua objections to sending our children to 
them, so long at least as they will be managed on 
the principles by which they are now governed. 
We know that we are treading on delicate ground, 
and we claim in advance the indulgence of the 
reader, if we should chance to say anything which 
may be deemed too strong. We are living, hap- 
pily, in a free country, and have a right to differ 
in opinion, without giving reasonable cause of of- 
fense; especially have the miuority a right to speak 
forth plainly and boldly, if temperately, their 
grievances to the majority, and to be thus beard 
in their own defense. If we know aught of the 
American, and especially of the Kentuckian char- 
acter, we have much to expect, and nothing to 
fear, from being plain and out-apoken, even if we 
should have to deal with disagreeable facts, or 
have, iocidentally at least, to refer disapprovingly 
to the public acta of public men. We are plead- 
ing chiefly for the children of the poor, who, un- 
der our present system, are totally deprived of the 
benefits of our public seboois, which were never- 
theless built and are now supported by taxes im- 
posed upon all alike. 

It is a remarkable fact, well calculated to arrest 
attention and to invite inquiry, that, whereas the 
Catholics of Louisville, constituting as they do 
eonsiderably mpre than a third of the total popu- 
lation of the city, pay their regular quota of school 
taxes — and some of them are considerable and a 
few large property holders — yet they cannot con- 
scientiously send their children to the public 
schools, erected and supported, in part, by their 
own money ! Thia is truly a singular phenome- 
non in this free country and in this enlightened 
nineteenth century. 

That our objections to the public schools, as now 
practically conducted, are well— at least very 
strongly— founded, is apparent from the fact, that, 
after paying onr heavy school taxes, we again 
voluntarily tax ourselves to erect and support our 
own parochial schools, in order to provide for the 
education of our children, who are shut out from 
the public schools. In Louisville we educate iu 
our own schools about or nearly two thousand 
children, though we, at the same time, pay for 
their education in the public schools of the city! 
View it S3 you may, this is a most singular and 
lamentable state of things, which every benavo- 
lent man should wish to see terminated. We 
Catholics of Louisville — the bulk of us poor — 
educate in our own parochial schools nearly half 
as many children as regularly attend the public 
schools, and yet we must still be burdened with 
the additional tax of supporting the latter, from 
which we conscientiously believe our children are 
as effectually excluded as they would be with locks 
and bolts ! There is surely sometbiug grievously 
wrong somewhere. 

That Catholics are very sincere and very much 
in earnest in this matter of education is apparent 
from their willingness to be double-taxed rather 
than compromise their principles or sacrifice the 
education of their children. In this utilitarian 
age, in which there is so marked a tendency to es- 
timate everything in dollars and cents, there can 
be no more solid or conclusive evidence of a man’s 
earnest sincerity than a readiness to put hia bands 
in bis pocket mud to contribute liberally of his 
means to carry out bis pnnciples. Men who do 
this are surely entitled to our respectful consider- 
ation of the grievances which they may allege. 
'I'hat the Catholics of this city do it, cheerfully 
and unanimously, is evident to all; and this fact 
alone should arrest attention and awaken interest 
among our liberally disposed Protestant fellow- 
citizens of every clas.s and denomination. 

It will not do to say that it is all our own fault; 
that it is the exclusive bigotry alone of the Cath- 
olic Church which prevents us from sending out 
children to the public schools. — Who gave you a 
right to judge thus harshly the motives which 
guide your neighbors’ conduct ” To our common 
Master in heaven we all stand or fall; before His 
dread bar shall we all stand, and this much sooner 
than we expect, to give an account of onr faith 
and of our works. Call it /aith, if you will; call 
it not bigotry. Have not Catholics as much right 
to their faith as have Protestants And does not 
the Protestant principle, that in matters of relig- 
ion every man has a right to judge and act freely 
for himself, require Protestants especially to leave 
to Catholics the same right and privilege, without 
insisting on double-taxing them for daring like 
others to think and act for themselves. Does not 
the Constitution of our country guaranty this 
right to all alike? To use a somewhat hackneyed 
figure, are the start of our flag to shine only for 
Protestants — including the large and ever-increas- 
ing class of indiflerentists and infidels — and the 
ttriyet alone to be reserved for Catholics? .\s 
Kentuckians, we ask with confidence whether this 
be right or not? And knowing our countrymen 
as we do, we are at no loss for the answer which 
every truly patriotic heart among us will pant to 
make to the question. 

You may call this declamation, if you choose; 
but it is, for all that, sober, earnest truth. To 
prove that it is so, we confidently submit the fol- 
lowing facts to a candid public ; 

1. Une of the standing school regulations of our 
city requires the received Protestant version of the 
Bible to be daily read in the public schools. Now 
this is clearly an infringement of the rights of 
conscience, not only of Catholics but of other large 
and respectable bodies of our citizens, who pay 
their taxes alike with others. The Jews cannot 
conscientiously send their children to schools in 
which the New Testament is enjoined to he read. 
The large and respectable societies of the Baptists 
and Reformers are so far opposed to King James’ 
version as to be diligently engaged, at great labor 
and expense, in preparing another for their own 
use. We Catholics, who form considerably more 
than a third af the total city population, have con 
scientious objections to the use of a version which 
we believe to be neither a correct nor a full ren- 
dering of God’s written word. Thus a regulation 
is enforced with which perhaps more than half 
our population cannot possibly comply without 
sacrificing their consistency and giving up their 
religious principles ! And yet we must all pay 
our taxes for the support of a system from which 
we cannot thus possibly derive any benefit what- 
ever ! 

Is this right? If it be not a union of Church 
and State, in ita very worst phase, then we candid- 
ly acknowledge that we know not what would con- 
stitute such a union. It is clearly a relic of the 
old Poritan polity of New England, by which no 
one was allowed to hold office, or even to vote, un- 
less be could prove himself an orthodox church- 
member in full communiou. The whole system 
came to us from New England, and all this cant 
about the necessity of the Bible being read by 
children who can neither well nnderstand nor ful- 
ly appreciate its sublime teachings came to us 
along with it Sober-minded men would have 
thought, that, when the parents would be able to 
understand the Bible and ofrtt among themselves 
on ita meaning in important matters, it would 
then be time enough to delircr it over to the in- 
discriminate reading of their children. Reflect- 
ing Christians would also greatly doubt whether 
placing the Bible in the schools as a reading book, 
along with the spelling book and other tank books 
used by the children, would be well calculated to 
conciliate respect and keep up a proper feeling of 
reverence in the minde of childra for the holy 
pagea containing the written revelation of God to 
man. But the Puritans were very narrow-minded 
and totally incapable of taking enlarged views of 
any queation. They looked only to one aide; and 
their descendants, who have ran ofl into such one- 
idead associations as aboUtioaiom, frae-soiliam, 
spiritualism, and frae-loviam, prove themselves 
worthy children of such sires. We people of the 
Sooth perticularly should be very ahv of anything 
which comes to us from the land of steady habits, 
but of most narrow and nnateady principica. 
Many a child has loot his reverence for the Bible 
-and for all religion — by baring the sacred Book 
throat upon him as a mattar of laosoa and task 
while at achooi. This result is but a carrying ont 
of tha old Latin adage: Commomia iHanmt — 
what has grown common is nndervaluod and con- 
temned. 

8. One of the etroogest champions of the pub- 
lic school system in our city openly admits the 
narrow eKdoaiveneas and pataot injaatice of thas 
thrusting a sectarian Bible on the children of oar 
mixed populatioa, and he refon mo r eover to an- 
other grievance especially affecting Catholioa. 
The editor of the DmisTiUe Democrat eaadidly 
writoa OB follows; 

‘‘It is not tho pnrpoae of tho American system 
•f odneaMoa to give lettgioas inatruotiaa ; in 
oar judgment, it is ne olMectioB to the system. 
Bet bow ia it in praetioa? The Protestaiit veamen 
of the Bible is used in schools. It is reqnirsd by 
the authorities. Now ttia Catholiea do not rMsrd 
that varaion aa aatbentic. Aeoordiag m tWr 
thaoiy it is not the waed of QoA and they mmnot 
leeoipiso U as aBything hat a l^tiaiaat anhihs- 
hoB of what the word m Ood ia.

“We insist that Protestants adhere strictly to 
their theory —give a secaiar edncalioo, and noth- 
ing else. 

“There is another difficulty. If Protestsat chil- 
dren imbibe the prtjadioes of their parents against 
Catholics, it will be no easy task to educate them \ 
in the same school. The majority will learn to 
treat the small minority as a sort of outcasts, out 
of the way of the schuol-boy sympathies of the 
mass.” 

The last paragraph contains matter of serious 
import. The prejudices against our Religion are 
not coafined to the pareat-i who patronize and to 
the ubildren who frequent them- they often take 
bold of the teachers who impart the instruction, 
and of the school trustees who appoint the teach- 
ers and direct the schools. They frequently pene 
trate, openly or under a very thia disguise, into 
the school books which are used by the children. 
Thus, if we should send our children to the city 
schools, they would be subject tocontinusl suuoy- 
ances and sneers on acoount of their faith, which 
would be thus constantly in jeopardy. W e have 
reason to htom that this ia the case, and all our 
candid fellow -citizens wilt find little difficulty in 
I believing it both possible and probable. So long 
as this unworthy prejudice will coutiuue to exist, 
and to be even openly displayed, bow can any im- 
partial man suppose that Catholics can, with any 
reasonable amount of self-respect, rend their chil- 
dren to the public schools, w^re they would most 
certainly be continually molested on sccount of 
their Religion, and viewed “as a sort of outcasts, 
out of the WSJ of the school boy sympathies of 
the mass ? ” Thia were more than boys’ or girls’ 
nature — or even human nature — could be expected 
to endure. 

It is well known that children readily enter into 
the religious feelings and prejudices of their pa- 
rents, and that, believing all they hear and acting 
without disipiise on their belief, they uke every 
occasion to manifest their impulsive feelings, often 
without any reflection os to the feelings of others. 
Ihiidyt, LiUU Ihpitts, Ihiteh, Ac., are often the 
softest words our children hare to hear in the 
public schools. Some of the teachers share, .se 
cretly or openly, in these illiberal and unworthy 
feelings ; while others of more enlarged views and 
more liberal feelings are not able, or care not, to 
check the grievous, because unceasing, annoy- 
ance. We have known instances even of this nar 
row prejudice being carried outside of the public 
schools, sod of concerted attacks mode by the 
scholars on the children of our parochial schools 
in the public strata, and even sometimes at the 
very doors of our school houses 1 Tkis ia all la- 
mentable enough, but it is nevertheless lamenta- 
bly true; and we must deal with the question, not 
on air-drawn theories, but on sober realities mud 
stubborn facts, no matter how unpleasant these 
may turn out to be. 

It may be, that in oU this the Catholic chtUren 
ore to blame os well as the Protestant; but this 
docs not alter the substance of the case. The 
prejudice e.xists, and so long aa it will exist and 
be fostered as it has been, there is so far a mani- 
fest incompatibility in educaiing our children to- 
gether in the public schools ; unless indeed we 
Catholics be prepared tamely to submit to the 
grievous peril or certain loss of the faith in or by 
our children, whom we feel ourselves bound in 
conscience to train up “in the discipline and cur 
rectiuu of the Lord,” aud to bring up to walk 
earnestly in the hallowed faith of their fathers. 
This we canuot be reasonably expected to do. 
•Lnd we will odd that it is highly honorable to the 
faith and to the consi.stency of the Catholic body, 
that, rather than do this, they are willing, after 
paying their heavy school taxes, to double tax 
themselves in order to provide for themselves pa 
rocLial schools, a here their children can he edu 
caied without danger of sacrificing their con- 
science or loiug their Religion. But this geuer 
ous devotedness of Catholics to their t i me- halloa - 
ed and world-wide faith furnishes no excuse to 
the dominant majority, who tbua force them to 
the onerous and moat expensive alternative. 
Every candid man must at once pronounce this 
conduct of the majority a glaring tyranny, un 
worthy of our free country, unworthy of this 
nineteenth century. 

We write freely and boldly, without however 
intending to give any reasonable cause of offense 
to others; but simply and only because we teel 
and know that we have justice and right on our 
side; and that, disguise it as you may, we are 
really, in this matter of public education, in this 
our city of Louisville, and in this frt» country, 
the victims of a persecution, similar to that which 
drove our fathers to revolation, and caused them 
to rear the banner of freedom against Great Brit- 
ain. They revolted because they would not be 
taxed without their consent. We will not revolt 
indeed — for we Catholics are <o used to ill treat- 
ment that we have become long-suffering — but we 
avail ourselves of the light, awarded even to the 
veriest criminal at the bar, to proclaim onr griev- 
ances aloud and to lay our bumble petitions at the 
foot of the throne of the sovereign people, until 
they, less hard-hearted than George III, shall 
grant us tardy but sure ralief and plain justice, 
which is all we expect or ask for. We do this 
with the more abiding confidence, os we hold re 
ligiously to the faith, that, in this country, glaring 
wrong, however disguised and gilded, cannot 
aheayt triumph over the right, however majorities 
may for a time be misled by religious fanatics or 
political demagogues. 

3. But this is not the whole ex tent of our gnev 
auces in the matter of the city schools. We have 
a just right to compiaiu that our public seboois, 
instead of being impartially administered, are 
now, and have been for some years past, governed 
and controlled by bitter political partisans. We 
have nothing to say against the political creed of 
the school trustees, aor, in fact, against that of 
any other men or class of men. But we have 
clearly a right to complain that the public schools, 
erected and supported by the money of all alika, 
should be liable in their mauagement to all the 
manifold mutations of political parties, and should 
be til us Constantly dragged down into the arena 
of angry political strife. If there be anything 
which should be kept out of this w billing vorte.x, 
in which human posaioiis so often carry the day 
over sober rea.*w>n, and the arts of the political 
demagogue carry it over cralm judgment, it is 
surely — next to Religion this very matter of pri- 
mary education, w hich is much too sacred a thing 
^ to be sullied by such unworthy association. We 
have a right to complain, for instance, that not 
long ago the most liberal and efficient, perhaps, 
of all our school trustees, and the one to whom 
the organisation owed more probably than to any i 
other single individual, should have been defeat- 
ed as school trustee merely bicause he dared to 
say, like a freeman aa ha was and ia, in a public 
card, that he did not belong to a particular politi- 
cal party! We have a right, above all, to com- 
plain, that, by a deliberate action of the board of 
trusteea, tbe few Catholic teachers who still ra 
mained in the schools were excluded, in some in- 
stances at least, merely because they were Catho 
lies' If one escaped tbe inquiaitorial ordeal, 
probably because her religion was not known,, 
and another waa snhaeqaently restored to an in- 
ferior poaition, it does not materially aiicet the 
caae. It is still true that political partyism. ia ita 
moat odious shape, either actually does now and 
may easily at any future time wholly rale tha 
puUic schools as at present conducted, which 
cireiimstance slone every sensible man must con- 
sider a very serious if not a fatal objection to their 
present orgaaizatioa. We care not which party 
it is, or may be, which thus controls the pnUie 
schools ; the principle is the aelf-snme in any ooa- 
tingeney. 

A But more thao all, and wont than ail, we 
have every reason to oomplaia, that, by the delib- 
erate act of the proa en t snhool Tirteis sad of 
their predeceaaors, openly and nabloshingly pro- 
claimed ia their oflkial Reports^ the weU-kaowa 
sectarian school on Sixth streat, andar the gen- 
eral anperiatendence of the Rev. John McDevitt, 
has been adopted among tbe pablk sehoala» aad 
ia now a a t im ll y anpported ^ the pnblie aehool 
money coutribated by Catholics aa weU as by Ffb- 
tastanto ! 1 A graator and a more gUring outrage 
than thia on tha rights of eonneieace waa probably 
aerer perpetrated in a dvilized comaaonity da.m- 
iag to be Are# I Frees the Report ef the Rev. Joha 
MeDevitt to the American and Foreign Chrtotian 
Uaion , now lying before aa, this aahool, as part 
aad portion of hia miaaionary oparatioas, waa gat- 
ten np, aad it in nnw mnintaaaed, expressly fl>r 
the pnrpoee ot pervertiag from thair foith the

JfrXheitt, 
we ar« left to gaeas at the ronioiaiag ssMnnt of 
evpenditare on this sectarian school. We are 
merelv iulurmed m tbe Report that tbe expeasea

I .After this plain statement of facts, can say one 
I longer wonder that we Catholics ranaot consis- 
tently send our children to the public city schools, 
and that we are therefore, after paying our taxes 
for their sapport, oa effiectuallv shut out from 
them as we would be “hr locks and bolls ' ” Can 
ear one, under this sad state of thinga, existiag 
under our very ey*rs, blame ns for plainly ststiag 
our giierances and earnestly tsktug for iheir re- 
dress from an impariial public? We would not 
be worthy tbe name of freemea, aad we would 
disgrace the name of Kentuckians, did we remain 
oilent under such circumstoaces.
